a portable computer having first and second major 
opposing surfaces and having a display disposed on 
said first major surface; and 

a protective cover adapted to releasably engage said 
computer in a first orientation in which it covers

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wherein said cover is further adapted to releasably 
engage said computer in a second orientation in which 
it covers said second major surface.
